| Crissy Field at 9.48 o'clock tonight, 
He ‘arrived in San Francisco at 9.44 


_° The \ flight was completed in 21 
hours 48% minutes. . 

Lieutenant Maughan carries a copy 
‘of Monday’s New Yorx Timezs to 
“Mayor Rolph of San Francisco; this 
‘being the first time that a New York 
Newspaper has been delivered in San 
' Francisco on the day on which it was 
issued. 

Lieutenant Maughan passed over 
Vacaville,..about twenty-five miles in 
an air line from San Francisco, at 
9:26 P. M., ‘He passed the south end 
of Mare sland, reaching San Fran- 
| elsco Bay. at 9:35 P. M,

Apparently:. almost overcomes. with 
| emotion and jubilant at the Victory

Maughan seemed unable to speak 
‘when his plane came to a stop. His 
face bore a serious and drawn expres- 
gion. : 

He was lifted bodily from the cock- 
pit by his cheering comrades of the 
Army Air Service and carried on their 
shoulders through thé swirling crowd

In a message of congratulation 
transmitted to the Lieutenant by The 
Associated Press General Patrick, 
Chief of the Arm~ Air Service, said:

Came In Amid Fog at Dusk. 


_~ The Lieutenant left Salduro, Utah, 
/ his last stop, in high spirits, with his 
_ Plane working without a flaw, at 5:51 
P: M. (Pacific time).’ He made the 
- first nine miles westward from Sal- 
duro in four minutes—faster than two 
miles a minute. ~ 

As reports of the ‘aviator’ S progress 
steadily toward the west rolled: into 
San Fraticisco interest in the flight 
‘bégan to rise to fever heat. At 7 
o'clock, several hours : before his 
scheduled arrival at.Crissy Field, a 
crowd estimated at 800 already had 
gathered.

Bryan a Centre of Interest. 


One removed from Mayor Hylan sat 
Governor Alfred E. Smith. Next to him 
was Norman BH. Mack and next to Mr. 
Mack. was William Jennings Bryan. The 
greatest of all attractions was Mr. 
Bryan. He was cheered ‘and applauded. 
‘From all parts of the hall eyes were 
fastened on.him, He hardly got time to 
put away a mouthful of food because of 
the press of personal friends, who shook 
his hand and exchangeéd a, word on poli- 
tics with him and sought his innermost 
opinion on what was likely to happen. 

It was all set to make a great demon- 
stration for Governor Smith. Mayor 
Hylan, who has been accused of luke- 
warmness toward Smith, was accused 
by some of the dglegates last. night of 
overdoing it for Smith. The two. ‘‘Al” 
Smith songs were played and repeated. 
Escorted by the Mayor and his staff, 
the Governor marched around the hall 
to take his seat, and ear-spliting blasts 
came from a chorus of police: whistles. 

:t was ,a big demonstration: and 
énough to cause some reaction among 
the delegates committed to other 
causes. As the applause died down a 
little, a. man whom nobody could see, 
jumped up on a chair and made a 
speech which nobody could hear, ending 
with a ocll for ‘‘Three»cheers for Al 
Smith.” After the first. cheer had no- 
tified the diners what it was all about 
the next: two cheers were given héartily, 

After the national air the band soon 
burst into “‘East Side, West Side.’’

Issuance of Series of 
Denials Marks. Day 
in His Camp. 


GAIN IN VOTES CLAIMED. 


Story That Doheny Has Fi- 
nanced Campaign Branded 
by Rockwell as “Utter Lie.”

McADOQO HITS PRESS AGAIN 


In Two Speeches He Complains 
That Newspapers Are Not Giv- 
ing Him “a Square Deal.” 


Supporters of William G. McAdoo 
were on the.defensive yesterday and a 
series of, denials .of the opposition’s 
claims and charges—were made from his 
headquarters in the Hotel Vanderbilt, 

Judge David‘ Ladd Rockwell, the Mc- 
Adoo national campaign manager, de- 
nied the reports that Mr. cAdoo had 
lost a number of delegates to one or 
another of the anti-McAdoo combina- 
tion. He also denied the charge, made 
in a story in The Evening Post, that 
the McAdoo campaign had been fi- 
nanced by Edward L.. Doheny, the oil 
magnate, Judge Rockwell declared that 
Mr. Doheny had not .contributed one 
cent to the McAdoo campaign and as- 
serted that the charge was inspired by 
the “predatory interests’ in an_at- 
tempt to block the nomination of ‘‘the 
one man they really fear.’’ 

It was also évident that the McAdoo 
leaders were trying to sidestep the Klan 
issue. Ex-Senator James D. Phelan of 
Galifornia, who is to nominate Mr. Mc- 
Adob; exprésséd the Official. McAdoo at- 
titude toward the adoption of an anti- 
Klan plank by saying that, much as he 
“abhorred”’ the Klan, he did not think 
it advisable to dignify it by a specific 
¢ondemnation in the platform. 

Mr. McAdoo, in two addresses to dele- 
gates during the day, renewed his as- 
sault on the metropolitan press for what 
he characterized as unfair tactids, and 
declared his confidence that victory for 
**progressive Democracy,’’ with himself 
as leader was as certain as. though 
already recorded. He assured delegates 
from thé delegates and cries.of ‘‘we are 
to his hotel upon their arrival that a 
statement in circulation that they would 
‘betray’? their trust was a libel. upon 
them and their States. He told them 
they had not come here to “betray, but 
to execute a trust.’’ 

Mr, McAdoo'’s second address of the 
day was <elivered at a luncheon given 
to women delegates to the convention by 
Mrs. J. Borden’ Harriman, and Miss 
Carolyn Ruutz-Rees. 

Renewing his attack on the New York 
newspapers, he declared that he was 

“game,” but added that. his ‘hearers 
knew he was not getting ‘‘a square de 
from the metropolitan press. 

Judge Rockwell, in denying any oss 
of McAdoo delegates, declared that ex- 
actly ‘the contrary was true and that 
Mr. McAdoo had made slight gains dur- 
ing the last two days. 

Gained Rather Than Lost, He Said. 


“The stuff you have been hearing. is 
just curbstone and hotel lobby talk,” 
he said to a group of newspaper re- 
porters. “It is the same kind of talk 
you heard in Washington last Spring 
when you were told that Mr. McAdoo 
could not win the nomination. u see 
now how baseless that kind of “talk 
was. Mr. McAdoo has won the dele- 
gates, and the same persons who said 
he could not get them admit that he 
got them. 

“We not only haven’t lost a delegate 
but we have gained some, and Mr. Mc- 
Adoo will show a reserve strength that 
will surprise you. 

“There is a reason for this kind, of 
talk. It is put out to influence the ar- 
riving delegates by the managers of op- 
posing candidates. It isn’t true, and it 
can’t deceive any one. 

“I base my statement to you on ac- 
tual knowledge. We have a manager 
and two assistant managers on every 
McAdoo delegation. They report to our 
different zone leaders, who report to 
Breckenridge Long,: our chief of staff. 
Mr. Long reports to me, and I report 
to the. chief. In addition we have a 
number of scouts who know what is 
going on in delegations not . supposed 
to be supporting Mr. McAdoo. -~ 

**I know that Mr. McAdoo is gaining 
instead of losing ground. Any satate- 
ment to the contrary is just pure polit- 
ical bunk, put out for the purpose of 
deceiving the delegates and visitors.’’

‘Fair and. Cooler’ Promised 
- For the Convention Today

Fair and cooler — is promised 
’ for opening day of the Demo- 
cratic’ National Convention today by 
the Weather-forecaster at the White- 
hall Building. The prediction “partly 
cloudy and cooler’’ was, sent out last 
hight from the Weather. Bureau. 
There will be fresh Korthwest winds 
blowing over Madison Square Gar- 
den regardless of what breezes may, 
be stirring within. % 

The weather will be an improve- 
ment over yesterday although neither 
-témperature nor humidity was ab- 
normal. The highest point reached 
yesterday was 81 degrees at 1 P. M. 
andthe lowest was 66. degrees at 
1A. M. At 3 P. M the humidity 
registered 43 and at 4 it had reached 
50. The rising barometer, the ex- 
perts said, was the basis for the pre- 
diction that there would be showers 
during the night with a cooler tem- 
perature today. i

“Get out and do missionary work,’’ 
was the advice given the Smith men by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt at a meeting .of 
the New. York State Committee for the 
nomination: of Alfred E. Smith at the 
Smith headquarters in the -Prudente 
Building, Forty-third Street. and Broad- 
way. Mr. Roosevelt aroused the /mem- 
bers of the committee to great enthusi- 
asm when he told them the Governor’s 
prospects never looked better. 

An unmistakable feeling of confidence 
was apparent in the headquarters after 
Mr. Roosevelt had had a long confer- 
ence with Tom Taggart, the Democratic 
**boss”’ of Indiana, Mr. Roosevelt said 
the conference was satisfactory but 
would not go int6 details. 

Smith to See Taggart Later. 

Governor Smith did not meet Mr. Tag- 
gart, but it was said they would confer 
in a short time. The fact that the In- 
diana delegates in caucus had voted for 
Senator Ralston did not lessen the belief: 
among the Smith men that Mr. Taggart 
would throw Indiana’s support to New 
York’s Governor when the proper time 
came. A perfect working agreement 
among the. Tammany-Taggart-Brennan 
forces is said to have been reached. 

The fact that Edmund H. Moore, a 
strong Smith sympathizer, had been 
elected National Committeeman by the 
Ohio delegation also cheered’ the Smith 
people. The Ohio delegation will be for 
James M. Cox onthe first ballot, but 
Moore is expected to swing the Helega- 
tion to Smith when the first breakaway 
from favorite sons sets in.- In fact, the 
result of the caucuses of many of .the [ 
State delegations gave a favorable reac- 
tion to the Smith forces. They con- 
sidered that they had got more than an 
éven break. 

Norman E. Mack, National Committee- 
man from New York, will be one of the 
Smith supporters to’ do missionary work 
among delegates who still are uncon- 
vinced of ernor Smith's availability 
fas a Presidential candidate. Mr. Mack 
will confine’ his Smith propaganda to 
the Southern delegates.

Colonel House Sends League Planks. 

Mr. Baker is expected to urge the 
inclusion of the League plank framed 
by the League of Nations Non-Partisan 
Association. Mr. Baker said he would 
not be uncompromising in his position, 
but. would be willing to accept.a League 
platform with reservations which would 
popularize the issue and satisfy those 
‘Americans who have been opposed to 
Articles x. and XVI. in the League 
covenant. . 

In other_words, Mr. Baker expects to 
make the League plank aceptable to 
the reservation Republicans and over- 
come the argument that becoming a 
member of ,the League: would involve 
this country in the wars of Europe. 

Mr. Baker said he would work out 
the modified plank on the League after 
consultation with’-peace Deity and 
others.interested in. making the League 
an outstanding issue in the foreign rela- 
tions plank. He finds himself supported 
by Senator Glass, Senator Swanson and 
Colonel EB. M.-Housé, who was Mr. wil- 
son’s confidential adviser.

Beribboned and Plioted by 3 Wo- 
"men, He Slips Into Column and 
Is Ignominiously. Expelled. 


- More than 25,000 city officials, police- 
men, firemen and. street cleaners 
marched yesterday in the city’s great- 
est municipal. parade, while a few hun- 
dred thousand people looked on from 
the Fifth Avenue sidewalks, from nearly 
every window fronting on the avenue 
and from the cornices of many buildings. 

The vanguard of the parade was a 
silk hat unit consisting .of Mayor Hylan 
and all hig Commissioners. The next 
mile. and half of the parade was all 
During the .intervals 
when the sun was ‘out blue masses 
gleamed in the distance as if they had 
been thickly. sprinkled . with - glittering 
powder, the effect of highly polished 
buttons, shields, medals and insignia. 

The next third of the procession was 
Slue and. white—the fire-fighters in 
their shirts 
largely hidden by white suspenders of 
enormous width. 

The last 10,000 of the paraders seemed 
in the distance to be a moving snow- 
bank. These were the street cleaners, 
freshly. laundered and immaculate, 
marching /in compact masses of a daz- 
zling white that hurt the eyes. 

There was music and lots of it every 
foot of the way, from the time Mayor 
Hylan moved out in front at the head 
of ‘the parade a few minutes after the 
scheduled time of: 12:30 until after 5 
o'clock, when the rear ranks broke up 
at Highty-sixth Street. 

. Fifty Bands Blast the Air. 


Nearly fifty bands were scattered 
through the great army of city em- 
ployes, alternating martial and patriotic 
airs, with jazz, . old-time sentimental 
songs and lively dance and jig music— 
from “The Star Spangled Banner’’ and 
“Hail to the Chief” to “Annie Laurie,” 
“Sweet Alice, Ben Bolt,’’ and thence <o 
“Reuben, Reuben, Vve Been Thinking;’ 
“Tyrkey in the Straw’ and “fittle 
Brown Jug.” : 

The frivolous tunes and the lovésick 
ones were usually off the program, be- 
ing the voluntary contributions of bands 
which feared to grow rusty during some 
of the prolonged pauses during the four 
and a half hours of marching. Band- 
masters, epauletted, corded, embroid- 
ered:and smeared with gold, dashed up 
now and then and wagged menacing 


.| batons at musical soveits which had 


been organized on the spur of the mo- 
ment and burst into unpremeditated 
melodies. Some of the police voices 
could not be restrained for more than 
a few minutes now and then from ren- 
dering ‘‘Sweet Adeline.” 

Soldiers, marines, National Guard de- 
tachments, -field artillery and cavalry 
helped to break up the massiveness of 
the parade of the three great arms of 

icipal service. ..But,the thou- 
ae ae Msitors’ got their greatest 
thrill from the splendid apparatus dis- 
play of. the Fire Department and from 
the grotesque and fascinating monsters 
with which New York City, in her pas- 
sion for efficiency, makes war on snow- 
— the next half dozen bands to 
restore the ears to normal after blocks 
and blocks of fire apparatus had passed 
by, gongs clanging, steam whistles hiss- 
ing the most piercing notes the ears can 
catch, and compressed air sirens. run- 
ning the scales from the hollowest of 
ns ‘to’ the most appalling of 
screeches. Blending neatly with this for 
a while, a corps of ‘riveting machines 
played ‘on a. steel. skeleton at 1 West 
Forty-seventh Street.

When the 
order “Fall in!’’ came again Dixon 
thanked the crowd for $7.45 and started 
again on the sidewalk selling synthetic 
snakes for 15 cents apiece. 


Seaplanes Sail. Over Avenue. 


When the parade was resumed after 
this long pause five seaplanes in forma- 
tion moved over the reviewing stand, 
echoing their engines from their wings. 

One of the amusements Of the crowd 
was seeing how long the bicycle cops 
could stay seated on their black ma- 
chines when.the procession slowed down 
until it almost ceased to move. The 
trained cyclists moved almost imper- 
ceptibly.. At times a man with good 
control could have tossed a sausage 
through any given pair of spokes. The 
whole bicycle formation at these perjods 
of . stagnation resembled slow-motion 
movies. 

A feature of the parade was a dem- 
onstration of the equipment used by the 
Police Department in crime. detection 
and prevention. A 1917 patrol wagon 
drawn by two horses went alongside the 
motor patrol wagon to show how the 
times were\advancing. In addition were 
100 Police Department ‘‘flivers.”’ 

The reviewing stand: became a bedlam 
of sound as each Fire Department ve- 
hicle slowed down in front of it and 
vigorously. sounded its siren. Probably 
the most uncomfortable marchers in the 
parade. were a squad of firemen who

strapped on their backs: Another pic- 
turesque touch was given by firemen 
who carried huge: life-saving nets and 
still another group who were armed 
with sawed-off shotguns.

City Residents Revert to Type and 
Even Walt to See the Mayor’s 
Parade.

Favored by better weather than any 
National Conventién has had in recent 
years, the rear guard of Democrati: dele- 
gates and the great mass of convention 
visitors came to town yesterday to find 
New York turning itself inside out to do 
them honor. It was pure luck that yes- 
terday. was perfect as to temperature, 
without the intense heat of Sunday or 
the cold rains which made the Republi- 
can Convention at Cleveland a miserable 
affair of sneezes and snuffles. But that 
the delegates who arrived yesterday saw 
the most intensive and successful effort 
to give visitors a good time that New 
York has ever made was due to the - 
tlémen who have organized this conven- 
tion celebration. 

Some of us may think their ideas are 
wrong. Some of us may feel that this 
glad-hand, come-and-see-what-we've- 
got hospitality befits a small town bet- 
ter than New York, and that our city 
woudl appear more dignified if it main- 
tained its traditional reserve. But it 
was not so to be, and yesterday made it 
pretty clear that if New York stoops to 
conquer and decides to get solid with 
small-town visitors by doing the small-" 
town stuff it can be the best small town 
in the United States. | 

New Yorkers are traditionally curious 


spectacles. A few compressed-air drills 
and a couple of. steam shovels digging 
a hole in the rock foundation of our 
city can draw a crowd of three or four 
hundred at any time and anywhere, but’ 
when there is a big show New York 
passes by. on the other side. 

New York didn't do that yesterday, 
however: (When residents of this city 
stand on the curh-for two hours waiting 
to see the beginning of a parade, or sit 
for three hours perched precariously in 
windows along Fifth Avenue waiting for 
a parade to go by, it is a sign of chang- 
ing times and changing habits. New 
Yorkers, most of whom came originally 
from small towns, are reverting to type, 
at least for the period of this conven- 
tion. 


Hylan Advertises New York City. 


Whatever percentage of truth .there 
may be in the general utterances of Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, he said it when he 
called New York an imperial city. It is 
that, and Mayor Hylan, ‘who ‘has some- 
times seemed to derogate somewhat 
from our imperial qualities, came 
across nobly yesterday. His municipal 
Parade was about as good an adver- 
tisement for the City of New York as 
could have been put up, 

What other city could spare for a 
mere street parade enough fire appara- 
tus to put out a four-alarm fire? What 
other city could put on such a dfsplay 
of the machinery used in- fighting its 
fires and cleaning its streets, machinery 
novel and unfamiliar not only to visitors 
but to-most of the inhabitants of the 
city, machinery of the latest mode, that 
Its municipal parade looked almost like 
an industrial and mechanical exposition? 
Snow shovels that looked like tanks and 
made as much noise, fire engines that 
looked like anything bu* fire engines, 
yet had three or four times as much 
power as the old-style fire engine—these 
trailed up Fifth Avenue right along 
behind the largest number of Ford runa- 
bouts ever assembled in one place out- 
side of the Ford factory. : 

The Republicans. in Cleveland, natu- 
rally, took comparatively ‘little interest 
in their convention. It was settled in 
advance that Coolidge would be nomi- 
nated and that nothing would ‘be said. 
Accordingly, Cleveland took its cue from 
the Republicans and displayed very 
little interest in .either the convention 
or the Republicahs. The Bolsheviks in | 
St. Paul had more American flags than 
the Republicans in Cleveland; but New 
York’s display of flags and bunting— 
national flags, city flags; the unfamiliar 
but — standards of the city 
Police! and Fire Departments—were 
enough to-make a carpet that would 
cover every square inch inside the city 
limits of St.. Paul “and Cleveland, too. 

What othen city could feed 3,500 dele- 
gates. and alternates in a single res- 
taurant at one sitting, even if it does 
have to put them three tiers deép, and 
at the same time feed all the wives and 
thhusbands of delegates and alternates 
at another restaurant? 

What other city could make the dis- 
play of concentrated wealth that was 
on display in that single line of silk- 
hatted, morning-coated gentlemen fol- 
lowing Police Commissioner Enright—his 
Honorary Commissioners and Associate 
Commissioners and Special Deputy Com- 
missioners? Enough wealth to have paid 
off the pre-war national debt of the 
United States was in that line. They 
paused just below ‘Thirty-fourth Street 
to let the crosstown traffic pass—three 
billion ‘dollars mopping ‘its collective 
‘brow as it stood at ease on the hot as- 
phalt—a man who rolled a medicine ball 
from one curb to the other could have 
bowled over three billion dollars and laid 
it flat on its morning-coated back. An 
imperial city, true enough. -Why, the: 
silk hats on display in at’ municipal 
parade were capacious eSough to hold 
all the liquor that will be drunk by déle- 
gates from dry States during this whole 
convention. 

In that one respect, to be sure, New 
York is falling somewhat short. of the 
expectations of delegates whose appetite 
has been whetted by the false promises 
of the Anti-Saloon League. The average 
delegate, if he wants to get thoroughly 
soused, will have to go down to Long 
hBeach and take a plunge in the ocean. 
There is said to be liquor hereabouts, 
but’ not enough’ of it to scare any un- 
terrified Democrat back home before the 
convention is over. The situation seems 
to be that those who want it hard 
enough to look for it can get it. without 
much looking, but those who don’t want 
it, if any there be~and even under pro- 
hibition. there are a few delegates, es- 
pecially those from wet Statés, who still 
feel able to take it or leave it alone— 
don’t need to have it thrust upon them.

Betting on candidates was unusually 
active in Wall Street yesterday.” Ac- 
cording to,;J. S. Fried & Co., the prin- 
cipal feature of yesterday's betting was 
a lengthening in the.odds against Mc- 
Adoo from 2% to.1to 3 to 1. This firm 
placed one wager of $30,000 against $10,- 
000 that McAdoo would’ not be nomi- 
nated. This firm also reported some 
wagers at 2% to 1 that Smith would 
not be the nominee, but the ruling odds 
were 2 to 1. Odds quoted ie ather 
possibilities were Ralson, 4 1; Davis 
and Underwood,' 4 to 1; Glass, 5 to 1;

W. L. Darnell & Co. announced yes- 
terday that they had‘placed about $50,- 
000 in commissions, including one wager 
of $10,000 against $15,000, and $5,000 
against $7,000; that Smith or a dark 
hourse (eliminating McAdoo) would: be 
nominated. The firm is offering an ad- 
ditional $15,000 the same way at odds of 
5-to-7.

HUGE “SICKNESS TAX.” 


Time® Lost 4n 1923 Equaled Full 
Work Time of 1,000,000 Employes. 


The “sickness tax’’ is said to be the 
most serious tax levied against Amer- 
ican industry today. The time lost dur- 
ing 1923 was equivalent to the full work- 
ing time of 1,000.000 workers, or close to 
three times the quantity of labor gained 
in fiscal year 1923 through immigration, 

One of the officers of a large silk 
manufacturing concern estimates that 
the loss is $125 a year per person em- 
ployed.. Of this, $60 is borne by the 
company and is reflected in reduced out- 
put,. deterioration! in quality, idle ma- 
chinery and. expenses incident to em- 
ploying and instructing new help. The 
remaining $65 is borne by the employe 
and his family, taking the form of lost 


wages, medical expenses and reduced 
earning capacity after illness. 

More attention to industrial hygiene is 
suggested as a medns of cutting down 
the sickness tax. Successful practices in 
many plants, which have _ resulted in 
—— reducing time loss through 

ckness, are described in -a booklet en- 
titled ‘Industrial Hygiene,’’ just issued 
by the Policyholders Service Bureau of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 





pany. 

A —— health experiment was 
carried on jointly bywthe Harvard Med- 
ical School and twenty-five Boston mer- 
chants to reduce the amount of ‘pre- 
ventable illness and injury among store 
employes. Both the Working conditions 
in the stores and the physical condition 
of the workers were studied.
